28,110 tons in the islands, a gain ot sev- 
en per cent and the committee, thought 
it was reasonable, to Jsuppose that the 
gain had been much more. Th% 
age yield per acre Was 4.7 tons.c* sugar. 
The tendency during: the year haa'JMSen 
to', reduce the phosphoric: acid and In- 
crease, the potash In the fertilizer. The 
Increase In potash .has' been one per 
cent; and the decrease In the use' of 
phosphoric acids tbe same' percentage.

VALUE OF FERTILIZBBS.. 


Mr. Eckart also-found that -the value
